Schoel At Home 


“As a matter of faot, we believe that the home is 
the best school yet devised by mankind to prepare 
children for life,” comments a experienced school 
teacher. 


Discipline in the first and last essential is a parental 
duty; “to discipline” is to lead in the home and when 
this is done a greater school success and more worth- 
while results come to those whose parents have been 
discreet disciplinarians. 


In the home curriculum is the first task of teaching 
the young to work and be useful, Considering this, 
one mother said in answer to a question: ‘No, Mary 
has no work to du at home. I don’t intend that she 
shalldo any. WhenI was a girl I was forever sweep- 
ing floors, dusting, or washing dishes. I want Mary to 
have a happy, carefreetime.” A strange outlook for 
any mother to have. Ifa child is to havea future, he 
or she must have the opportunity of learuing how to 
work; this life lesson should be learned at homeas well 
as the school. Teachers claim that those children gain 
most and develop the best in an all around way if 
they learn how to work outside their classroom 


I would stress the point, says a teacher, that a home 
should be a “school” in its invitation to learning, 
Children are eurvious, they imitate, they learn by look- 
ing at pictures and reading. In the parental home does 
the child find good manners, cleanliness, speech, kind- 
ness, justice, and tolerance worthy of imitation? 


The home, through the presence of good books, pap- 
ers, music, and conversation, ought always to be an 
invitation to learning.
